.Tudpe Jackson had been in failing 
Vicaltli for the 7)ast lour years, bnt it 
b.iK tx-eu oiilv in the past eight rtr nine 
mouths th.it t!ie pr();^ress of the ilisease 
l>*>raii to can e liin family and friends 
uueat'iiicss. 1/ast year he went on a 
U UKthy trip to tlie far west in !?earch of 
hoeuth. Lator he wi-iit to Tliouiasville, 
da., where it was lioped t!ie mild, and 
yr t braeinj; clitnatc, would restore his 
one time rigorous cou.stitotiou. The 
trip did him little good, Mut tW b 
time he was brought home. 

At his old home Judge .Tackson 
oeemed to improve slightly until he 
Mreut to Washiugcou to sit in the second 
heariqtf of the income tax cases. He 
Bt-rod ttat trying trip only fauly well, 
and after his retmu home appeared to 
low Ktreugth tupidly. Nevertheless 
Judge Jackson never took to his bed nn- 
til liVst Wednesday a week. Since that 
time his family and friends reaUc^d 
that the end was near, and his dallh 
yesterday was not unexpected. 

^Fndgs Jackson was twice married, 
thf Hifl tlat« to Hupbia Malloy, danccfatar 
ot Datod B. Malloy, a banker of Mom* 
phis, who died iu 1873. To ^his nni(m 
ware burn four children, as foUows:

B. Jaoksou. Heurr Jackson is ut pres- 
ent soUcitiiig freight agent of the 
Southern railway, with headquarten at 
Atlauta. W. H. Jacluon is distriot at- 
torney of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail- 
road at Cinciuuati. Howell E. Jaoksou 
is maua;;er of the Jauksou outton mills 
at Jackson, Tenn. 

In 1876 Jnd^u Jackson married Miss 
Mary E. Harding, daughter of the late 
G^nr'ial William G. Harding. Of this 
uiuo'i tinec i-hildrou survive.

Sublic prebs, and ho referred to the sub- 
let very sparingly in his own couver- 
sation. Tne other members of the 
conrt were therefore poorly advised as 
to his condition.

He was in Washington on the oc- 
casion of tbe reheanug for several days 
and gave his attention assiduously to 
the inci ill" fa.x cases. He sat tliidu,!i 
liie ar.^ii:iii'nt. which eunMue'tl lor 
three day.'", took part 'n tlie c iii.'iiltat'.on 
••t the tfjuri, aud wl.eu 'he day uriivu<l 

for the aunouncemeiit of the decision, 
not only listeued patietitly to the opin- 
ions of the other members of the court, 
but delivered a vigorous opinion of his 
own iu support of' tlie ralidity of the 
law. This occurred on the SOth of May 
»ifd was his last publio appeanmce. He 
rotornod lb his homo in Tennessee late 
iu May. 

When Judge Jackson was here on 
t^ occasion, it ^us evident that to all 
who came in contact that life was b1o%v- 
ly bnt snrely ebbing uway and that the 
effort he made in performing his duties 
in that eraergem^ was made at the eX' 
peuse of his vitality. 

As senator aud justice of the snwome 
court Mr. Jackson had resided in Wash- 
ington about ei^ht years. His assooi 
ates here were coufiued largely to his 
colleagues ou the bench aud iu the sen- 
ate nhamber. By them he was uni- 
versally esteemed as a niau of high 
moral worth and ruli intellectual at- 
tainmenrs, as was evmeeil in nothiii;^ 
(80 much as in Ins appointment to the 
supreme bench by I'resident Harrison 
and his couiirmutiou by a He^ublicau 
senate, uotWi^tan^ing he was a Dem- 
ocrat. ' ,

Second Officer Langttr, who had the 
watch ou deok at tbe time of the dis- 
aster, suites that the night was very 
dark. 8odd«nly the steamer experienced 
a terrilio s^iook uid fouuilered a few 
miuntes aftwrwatd. The Chine.se made 
a rush for the boats, but ouly one boar- 
load reached shore. The missing i)i - 
seugers iudnde three ladies. 

The OattoTthnu belonged to the Kast- 
ern Australian Steamship company of 
London. Her length was 802 feet ■< 
inches; beam. 30 feet 8 inches. Her en- 
gines were of the compound type of 
250 horspower. 

The otlicers oi the Oatterthnn were 
English and crew Chinese.

No Auioric.in gunboat has coaie lie;e. 
The situation is critical. An oili lal en 
his w.iy to this city from Ku-tJIu'ii;.' 
was killed yesterday. There is no 
Amiricaii ])rotection. Tlie Auiericaii 
goveiiiuieut's neglect is inlaiiiims. 

The evidence alie;idy obta,ned shows 
that the massacre at Hwasaii;< w.is 
])iaiiued at least a week before iian 1. 
The toreign consuls huvtt the names of 
the leaders iu it and fd somo of tue 
participants. 

An onicial of Foo-Chow sent '210 sol- 
diers in that section on the :.4th ot .luiy 
to prevent the veget.irians from mur- 
dering Chinese. The vegetar;.i i> 
thought the niis>ionarie8 had c.iused tne 
troo]is to i>e sent and Uecuicd to kiil 
them. They begau immeaiateiy ti> 
gather at a certain designated place. ..J 
pa>sing through the vilia;,'es on their 
way to the leudezvous the vegetari.i.is 
publicly declared their inttntio;i to m - 
stroy the churches and to kill the Cnr..-.- 
tians. 

The local officials kiMW of this, bnt 
they did not liiug to protect or even lu 
warn the furoiglters. , 

The night hefdre the mkssaore a na 
tive pastor in the city ui Ka-Coe.>.i 
heard that the vevetarans were gi 
to kill tl|e foreijipieBi ou the luurro > .

New Yohk, Aug. 9.— The World 
prints in a special cablegram from 
Shanghai an account of the massaiu e 
of missiouai-ies at Hwasang, written 
Miss .MaDel < Hartford, one ol tn-jsiii - 
vivors ol !i:t' m.i>sacie, .md tilfB ouly 
American w lo witucssea it. 

Miss Hartf(»d's statement is as foi 

lows: 

"Auf,'. 1. at TSIOa. m., 1 heard shouts. 
They were tne yells of .servants, w.io 
rushed in shouting to im- tu up, : ir 
the vegetarians were coming, teaiia.: 
down tne houses on the hUl belon^uin' 
to the Engii.-n mission. 

"A few minutes later a teacher came 
to my door and 'told me to run. 1 nut 
ou my clothes aud rushed to tne iloor. 
I was met by u man with a tnuent 
spear, who yelled: 'Hei'O ie a foreign 
woman. ' 

"He pointed the spear at my chest 
1 twisted it to one side uud it Ju^t 
grazed my ear aud head. He threw 
me to tbe ground and beat me with ui<i 
wooden enu of the spear. A servant 
ca:iie aud Wrenched the spear awuy an't 
told me to ran. Ijtimped down tue 
emoaukmeut and ran aioug the ro.i<l. 
A servant came and polled me alou^ 
until I got up on the side of the hill, i 
then lay down there to get mure bi^eath. 
After i>)uuug tvioe I reaohod a seelnded 
spot aud lay there. 

"AU this time the yells went ou and 
two houses were bormng to the groan. l. 
I supposed the vegeturiaus huU goue 
away. A servant went to see how uiat- 
ters were. He returned iu nulf on horn-, 
telliug me to come home, thi>: five 
ladies of the English mission had beeu 
killed aud some had been wounded, but 
that my house— a rented uotiTe hoose— 
had not been troubled. 

"1 went home to find Miss Codiin;;ton 
much cut ail out the head and Ijc-aieo .ui 
over; Mikiien Stewart, 12 yeai.> uio, i;ie 
knee cut and bleeding very hanl; Her- 
bert btewari, I) yeais old, cui on tne 
hc.id and almost dead; b.iby .Ste\\;i.r, 
with oil'' > yo black and swollen, 'ilie 
second .Stewart girl, Kathleen, 11 years 
old, wall (he .>ei' 'Ud boy. Evan, ."1 years 
Old, were be;itin and pioiced with 
a Bjiear. hut not .senounly injured. The 
boy vomited all d.iy, but wo tlioaglit it 
was from fright. 

"Mr. Phillips of tlie English mission, 
who lived in a native hou.se some dis- 
tance away, escapt>d ail injury, only 
arriving in iimo to see the bo»yes of tin- 
dead and heard the vegeiarians say: 
'We have killed all the foreigners." 

"At first wo heard that some for- 
eigners had escapetl and were iu huiiii„', 
but Mr. Stewart did not coiu« and we 
feared the worst. Mr. Phillips went to 
the mins and found eight bodies; hvu 
notbOfttedahd three hiirnedsotenot 
to be recognizable. 

"Dr. Uregory arrived at dark ami 
dressed the wounds of the patients. 
Coffins were made and the bodies were 
put iu them. The bones of the burned 
wwe jmt in boxes.

through the building. 

There was a great Y shaped, jafnred 
hole in all the floors, and at the botto n 
of the wreck were pilled up bags of 
lime, which hud been «t<u«d on au 
upper floor, minglnd with brieks, tim- 
bers, beams nnd tools, and from the 
masj came the groant aud cries of 
wounded workui^u. 

The flrenieu and police who cam" 
early to the scene could hardlv s«e to 
perform their work of rescue hec ms* of. 
the olond of dust tliat poured from the 
wreck. Many friends and relatives of 
the dead and injured were there :i>id 
many distre.ssinff incidents resulted.

PniLAUKLfHlA, Au.'. i^.— The British 
ship Prince Osoor from LireriKiol, Cap- 
tain Heuderson, collided iu miducean on 
July 18 with an unknown sailing ves- 
sel. B:,tlj ,-h ps sank in less than 10 
minutes. Six memlxirs of the crew of 
the Princfc Oscar aud all on board the 
unknown vessel were lost. The sur- 
vivors. IT in number, were rescued by 
the ship Dharwar. after being conttned 
in an open boat with neither food nor 
Water lor six days. They were trans- 
ferred to the British steamship Capac^ 
from Pissaqiia, and brousrht to this port 
last uight. The names of the lost are: 

William Knltht, seaman, of Soath 
Bhields. 

Oscar Nielsen, seaman, of Christiana. 

E. Peterson, seaman, of Deumarii. 
August Carton, ^eck boy. of Ostend. 
I. Belap ef Douglas, Isle of Man. 
J. Audei on, steward, of Liverpool. 
The entire oNw Of tho ttnkaown 
vessel. 

The disaster occurred shortly after 
midnight in latitude 9:30, south, longi- 
tude 2ti:20, west. The Priuce Oscar, 
which was bound from Shields, which 
port slie left May ;.'7 for Iqniqae, laden 
with coal, was going at a clipping gait 
ou the port 'uck before a brisk wind, 
and with all canvass set. It is esti- 
mated by the crew that she was making 
abont six and a half kuots an hour, 
when suddenly there loomed uu direct- 
ly under he bows a four-masted vessel. 

The mate asserts that the stranger 
had no lights burning, and after site 

SIS sighteu it was impossible to change 
eoourse of the Pnnoe Oscar. Too 
iron boll of the latter tlradi the on* 
known full amidships, knocking her al- 
most on her beam end and oraahiag 
through the woodwork until her prow 
was more than half buried. The straa- 
ger went over almost on her beam end* 
as the Prince Oscar backed away. As 
the crew of the Oscar stood peering 
through the darkness they saw the 
stranger partially right herself, and 
then she rapidly began to sink. TL -y 
listeued awhile in vain for some signs 
of life, but not a cry for help nor a word 
of command came from the stricken 
vessel, lu less than four miuates from 
the time sue was struck the stranger 
keeled over and plunged stern ftrst iuto 
the depths ix'low. 

Captain ilendersou of the Priuce Os- 
car, wiio W..S below in his Ixrth, rush"d 
on deok just in time to discover that his 
ship was aiso sinking. 

'ihe pumps were manned, but in less 
time than it take> to tell it. it was dis- 
covered that there was no hope from 
that siiur.-e. Lileboats were ordered 
cut adrift and the men were told to 
jump ami swim for their lives. They 
all Went i^erboard, aud with the excep- 
tion ni tne unfortnnates, leaohod ue 

small boats. 

Ciijitiuu Henderson, who was the last 
man to leave the ship, went over in his 
uight goi'meuis and swam fully two 
miles beforo he was picked up. The 
bouts hovered about the scene of the 
w^reck until daylight came iu an effort 
to rescue the two missing members of 
the Piince Oscar's crew, and any num- 
ber of the crew of the stranger who 
might have beeu fortunate enough to 
have kept afloat. They found no one, 
however, and nothing to indicate the 
name, home or destinatiain of their 
oomifluiions in misfortone. Finally 
they left the scene and headed tbij 
knew not exactly where. Twenty-fimr 
hoars later a hearr sea struck the Mol 
commanded by Mate Lynch and tajf- 
died it. The oooopants, eight in avm- 
ber, were thrown wto U* wa, and til* 
already overcrowded oroft wtaioh Oaf- 
tain Heudeison comma n ded pat qniok^ 
to the rescue. They were snooeaafolia 
getting foarof the men aboard. Th* 
rest were drowned. 

There were now 17 men in the omU 
lifeboat with nothing to eat or dilak 
and barriy room to stretch their weary 
limbs. Thesan was broiling hot and 
their hunger aud thirst was almost un- 
bearable. Toward evening of the sec- 
ond day one of the crew discovered a 
small cask of lish oil stowed in the boat. 
This was deali out to the survivors in 
small doses, .ind tiiey used it to moisten 
their purclu d iips and tongues. Most 
of tlie men weie p.uiialiy naked, hav« 
inK had no time to secure OBJ OlOtheS 
belore leaviii;,' the vessel. 

For three days :uid nights they float- 
ed thus on the hii^um of the South At- 
lauta, and just a.~ tliey were about to 
abandon hope, tliuy sighted the ship 
Dharwar from London, bouud to Mel- 
bourne. Til y succeeded in attracting 
the attention of those ou board aud 
woi-e soon on her decks. Four days 
later they were put aboard the Capac, 
bouud for tins jior^. All of the sur- 
vivors still jear evidence of the suffer- 
ings they endured while aboard the 
small boat. 

Capt%iu Heuder.s(ju when seen l|Mit 
night was very reticent, preferring afct 
to give the luU details of the disast'^r 
until be hud reporte<l to British Consul 
Cipperton, which oiticiol will be ask«>d 
to institute a naval court of inquiry and 
hear the fall detoUf o| tbe disuMir.
